NEW PRISON

until next week. The cause of this is 
the prevalence of diptheria in Carson. 
Senator Garrard lost an only child 
during the week, and the children of 
Senator Westerfield are reported very 
low with the same disease. These two 
gentlemen are members of the Senate, 
and of course their troubles will delay 
the report. It is looked for, however, 
by the first of next week, and the en- 
tire question will then be thrown into 
both houses for discussion and decis- 
jon.

TOMORROW, 
Thursday, at 12 M., in the Assembly, 
comes the famous, ever to be remem- 
bered, world-renowned Hoodlum bill 
of Harry Mighels.

1 Joseph P. Bradley. Justice Coun 
Bradley was appointed as Associate 
Justice by President Grant on account 
of his extensive legal knowledge of 
corporations. He hails from New 
Jersey and is about 55 years of age. 
He has aiways been known as a Re- 
publican in politics, is esteemed as a 
man of probity and purity of charac- 
ter, and has gained the reputation of 
being one of the best judges of law 
in the country. 

He was the auhtor of the decision 
declaring certain features of the Force 
bill unconstitutional. This decision 
was rendered somewhat from a State's 
rights point of view. State's rights, 
in a special form, lie at the bottom of 
the present inquiry. 

Bradley is a man of medium stature, 
of easy manners, polite and agreeable 
and a man not of strong partizan sym- 
pathies: The people of the United 
States therefore need have no fears 
but that as far as is in his power he 
will decide for truth and right, re- 
gardless of his political opinins. 


TELEGRAPHIC. 


A Washington special says: The 
members of the Electoral Commission 
received a great deal of contradictory 
advice yesterday, volunteered by their 
friends upon matters relating to their 
work. They were urged to hold open 
sessions and to sit with clesed doors; 
to admit reporters and counsel only; 

allow one hundred spectators ad- 
mitted on tickets and to lock out 
everybody except lawyers; to hear 
speeches; to insist that all arguments 
should be filed as briefs; to dispose 
with counsel altogether; to consider 
nothing except papers submitted by 
the Joint Convention, and to admit all 
evidence bearing on the questions at 
issue. A score at least of points 
likely to come up were talked of from 
as many points of view as could be 
takeen of them. 


Judge Bradley was chosen yester- 
day morning the fifth member of the 
judicial branch of the Electoral Com- 
mission. 

The tripartite Commission assem- 
bled in the Supreme Court room at 
noon yesterday and organized. The 
special oath of office was administer- 
ed to Justice Clifford by Middleton, 
Cterk of the Court. Justice Clifford, 
who by the Electoral bill is presiding 
officer of the Commission, then ad- 
ministered the oath to the other four- 
teen members. James H. McKenny 
was then appointed Temporary Clerk 
to the Commission. It was ordered 
that the proceedings of the Com- 
mission, except these above stated, 
shall be held confidential until 
otherwise ordered. After a brief 
session, the Commission adjourned un- 
til 4 v. . 

A Washington special says: Grant's 
recommendation for specie payments 
meets with little encouragement in 
Congress. It is not regarded with 
anything more nearly approaching 
approval than almost entire indiffer- 
ence by more than a dozen men. A 
few realize the importance of the op- 
portunity, but until the count of the 
Electoral vote is completed the sub- 
ject cannot secure a hearing.
